The Executive Council of the Northern 
Ireland Independent Unionist Association 
to-night issued a reply to the recent 
statement of the Prime Minister on the 
Republican question. 

The first two points of the Independent 
Unionist policy, they state, are a sufficient 
answer. They are:—(1) To maintain one 
King and one flag and one Empire for all 
present British possessions; (2) to main- 
tain and consolidate the present status of 
Northern Ireland as a self-governing unit 
of the United Kingdom, and to oppose 
any change in this status which would 
place it under the Free State Government 

The statement proceeds:—‘' We are at 
a loss to understand the fears of the 
Prime Minister at this late hour of the 
day, on the eve of a general election.” 

They had been told often that they.were 
a Sovereign State and that no power could 
break their connection with the United 
Kingdom, except a vote of the people's 
representatives.

R. ROBERTS claims for this bio- 
graphy that it is the first in English 
to attempt anything like a comprehensive 
study of Veriaine’s life. This, of course, 
is true, since the last important study of 
Verlaine (by Harold Nicholson, published 
in 1921) was concerned more with his 
poetry than his tfe. Mr. Roberts’ 
authorities are, chiefly, Verlaine’s “ Con- 
fessions,” his ‘‘ Correspondance,” the 
‘‘Memoires of Mathilde’’ (Verlaine’s 
wife), Lepelletier's ‘‘ Paul Verlaine,” 
Delahaye s “ Verlaine,’’ and, most impor- 
tant of all, the studies by Conlon and 
Porché. The aathor’s method is to weigh 
the evidence of these often conflicting 
witnesses (Conlon and Porché, it must be 
mentioned, were the only ones of the above 
list who did not write {rom personal know- 
ledge of Verlaine), and to present what 
seems to him the most likely approxima- 
tion to the truth. At all events, the facts 
are there; the reader may judge for him-

M R. LAVER began the*intensive study 

of the history of dress in order to 
help him in his task of checking the dates 
of pictures by reference to changing 
fashions He went about the study with 
care and energy, and made himself an 
authority on the subject. In this book he 
has given us the results of much careful 
labour, labour which, one feels, must have 
been tedious at times. The outcome of his 
activities is an extremely interesting 
account of the development of fashions in 
dress from the time of the French Revolu- 
tion to the present day. 

The book is illustrated with a variety 
of plates, most of which will afford con- 
siderable amusement to the reader.

Sheer ability pushed him to the forefront ;

Hitler never would have been able to 
weather the economic and financial storms 
of the last three or four years. He has 
been responsible not only for the conduct 
of the Reichsbank, but also for the policy 
that has made it possible to maintain the 
mark on a gold standard—incidentally 
without the aid of gold—to increase the 
volume and value of German exports, and 
to reduce the incidence of unemployment 
in the Reich to almost negligible propor- 
tions, How Dr. Schacht worked this 
apparent wonder is one of the mysteries 
of modern times.; but he. did it....Then he 
fell foul of General Goering. When the 
Nazi Government decided to make the 
Reich economically independent within the 
space of four years the dashing general 
was entrusted with this herculean task. 
General Goering was a gallant airman 
during the war, He knows all about hunt- 
ing, and a great deal about fighting; but 
his knowledge of economics is mil. Dr. 
Schacht tried to prevent some of the 
general’s major blunders; but he found 
that Herr Hitler was supporting his old 
friend. Either he or General Goering had 
to go, in which circumstances there could 
be only one choice.

It takes a brave man nowadays to Taise 
the issue of proportional representation ; 
for no other theme—except, perhaps, those 
of immanisation against diphtheria and 
the validity of Holy Orders—is so certain 
to provoke immediate and ferocious 
argument. Nevertheless, across the 
Channel Sir Charles Grant Robertson has 
dared and has done. Speaking almost 
under the shadow of the Hcuses of 
Parliament, he has declared his belief 
that only through the adoption ot “ P.R.”’ 
can ‘‘ some of the serious defects of parlia- 
mentary democracy be remedied.”’ His 
argument, as applied to Great Britain, is 
roughly as follows: Democracy has seen 
many changes since the War. Not only 
has the age for franchise been lowered, 
but women have “ gained the vote,” with 
the result. that the electorate has grown 
enormously. At the same time, the sphere 
of administration has increased: Parlia- 
ment concerns itself to-day with affairs, 
economic and otherwise, which were none 
of its business twenty years ago As a 
result of this congestion of business, the 
power of the Government has grown out 
of ali proportion to that of Parliament, 
and the task of decision is being thrust 
upon it in greater and greater degree. 
Parliament, in a word, is becominy ‘‘ un- 
democratic,’”’ in the original sense of the 
word, and something ought to be done to

theory of national and international] 
economics, based on principles—if they 
ean be regarded as principles—which 
twenty years ago would have been con- 
sidered utterly impracticable, The results 
of his travels in the Balkans illustrate 
this point in remarkable fashion.

As<p beginning, he bought up visgually | 
the whole of Yugoslavia’s éurplus grain 
‘crop; but, as Germany had no money, he 
naturally could not pay for it. Here, and 
elsewhere in the Balkans, he bought 
everything en eredit, paying fancy prices 
—on paper—and delighting the simple- 
minded Balkanites by his generosity. 
Then came the question of settlement. 
Germany was heavily indebted to the 
countries from which Dr. Schacht ‘had 
bought his corn and other cereals. She 
could not pay in cash, so she decided to 
pay in kind, All these Balkan countries 
at the time were engaged in rapid re- 
armament. They needed arms and 
munitions of war, so Germany supplied 
them with all their requirements, and 
everybody was happy. Essen found a 
ready market for its deadly wares; the 
Balkans got rid of their surplus supplies 
of grain, and German influence got a firm 
grip in the Peninsula. Dr. Schacht, how- 
ever, was not finished. He had 
accumulated large. stocks of grain and 
other agricultural produce in Germany, 
and he proceeded to sell them for cash in 
| italy and elsewhere, under-cutting the 
Balkan exporters in their own markets. 
Thus, he secured his much wanted

ment, and sat back and laughed at his 
unfortunate dupes.

Under “‘ P.R.” he would 
have the representation to which his 
party’s support entitled it, and de- 
mocracy might cease to be merely a 
word to him. Yet we doubt if England’s 
sense of tradition would stand for such a 
change.

France Demonstrates Her Power

groups of naval and military. aeroplanes 
‘are on a big survey, and one of France's 
biggest aeroplane carriers, the Com- 
mandent Teste, has gone to. Indo-China 
with a full complement of men and eo pai 
aeroplanes of the latest type, and these 
will carry out regular war exercises. 
Other parties will go to Madagascar, to 
France's African colonies, and to other 

laces. The manceuvres are expected to 
emonstrate fighting and flying by pilots 
of French war ’planes, as well as iatvink r 
out a rapid and comprehensive survey of 
French defences, both Mediterranean and 
Coloma!. They will also complete the 
training of pilots who have hitherto flown 
in France only, and are unaccustomed 


to meteorological conditions of other 
climates. 

Austrian Bankers

of the Austrian National Bank, are to 
arrive in London on a short visit to- 
morrow. During their stay they will be 
entertained by several leading city bankers 
and financial authorities.

Britain's War Debts 


Reports concerning specific plans for 
the settlement of the British war debt to 
America are discredited by the authorities 
in both countries, but there is no doubt 
that the question will be raised in connec- 
tion with the tra’ agreement. When the 
annual bill is received from the United 
States Government next month it 1s 
probabls that the British Government wili 
make the usual reply to the effect that it 
is willing to consider proposals as soon 


as circumstances render an agreement 
likely. Hitherto the United States 
Government has iven merely a formal 


acknowledgment. of. this reply, but this 
year advantage may be taken of the oppor- 
tunity to put forward new plans for a 
settlement of the. problem. . This is a 
matter on which the United tates 
Congress is somewhat sensitive, and much 
will depend upon the opinions expressed 
by that body between now and the middle 
of December, when the next instalment of 
the debt becomes due.

Provision is made in the proposals for 
the automatic determination of the 
number of candidates which can be 
nominated by each ‘of ‘the nominating 
bodies. All the nominating bodies for a 
particular panel will have equal rights in 
regard tc the number of candidates they 
may nominate. Any two members of the 
Dail are entitled to aominate one candi. 
date to one but not more that. one, panel. 

No member of the Dail may participate 
in the nomination of more than one 
candidate, save in the case of the adminis 
trative panel. For this panel the Taoiseach 
and every ex-Taoiseach and ex President 
of the Executive Council may nominate 
two candidates. 

The Irsh County Councils General 
Council and the Association of Municipal 
Authorities of Ireland are declared to be 
yominating bodies for this panel. In 
addition, organisations devoted to 
voluntary social services may be regis 
tered as nominating bodies for this panel. 


2. THE ELECTORATE
